BOUNDARIES 

CREATION OF COUNTY 3EAT 

PRIVATE ACTS, 1821, CHAPTER NO. 201 

SECTION 1. That Sterling Brewer, James Fentress, and 
Abram Murry, Esquires, be and they are hereby appointed 
commissioners, who are a majority of them shall on or 
before the first Monday in May next, proceed to fix on 
a place, or near the center of each of the respective 
counties as an eligible site can be procured, at least 
within three miles of the center of each of said Counties, 
at which site the commissioners shall procure by purchase 
or otherwise, at least fifty acres of land, for which they 
shall cause a deed or deeds to be made to themselves and 
their successors in office, by a general warranty, and 
the said commissioners shall report and return all their 
proceedings relative to and concerning the county of Henry 
tc the County Court thereof, and all their proceedings 
relative to and concerning their County of Carroll to the 
County Court thereof, and all their proceedings relative 
to the County Court thereof, and all their proceedings 
relative to and concerning the County of Henderson to the 
County Court thereof, and all their proceedings relativ-e 
to and concerning the County of Madison to the County 
Court thereof, and it shall be the duty of the clerk of 
each of the several Counties to record the same. 

SECTION 2. That It shall be the duty of the respective 
County Courts aforesaid to appoint five commissioners, 
to whom the commissioners appointed by this act, shall 
convey the land acquired for county purposes, on which it 
shall be the duty of the commissioners appointed by the 
County Court to cause a town to be laid off in their res- 
pective counties with their necessary streets, at least 
ninety feet wide reserving at least four acres for a pub- 
lic square, on which shall be built a court house and 
stocks, also reserving a public lot sufficient to contain 
a Jail. 

Passed: November 16, 1821

BOUNDARIES 
CREATION OF COUNTY 

PRIVATE ACTS, 1821, CHAPTER NO. 32 

SECTION 5. That all the territory included in the lines 
hereafter mentioned shall constitute a county to "be called 
and known by the name of Madison County; Beginning two 
miles and a half south of the north east oorner of rante 2, 
section 11, in the 9th district, running thenoa west para- 
llel with the sectional line to the 3rd range line in the 
10th district; thence south on said range line to a point 
two miles and a half south of the sixth sectional line in 
said district; thence east parallel with said sectional 
line to the second range line in the 9th district; thenoe 
north on said range line to the beginning. 

SECTION 10. That for the due administration of justice, 
the Courts of Pleas and Quarter Sessions in said counties 
shall be held at the following places and times: Gounty of 
Madison, at the house of Adam R. Alexander, on the third 
Monday In December, March, June and September; at whioh 
plaoe the said courts shall be holden until otherwise pro- 
vided for by law, under the same rules, regulations and 
restrictions, and shall exercise the same power and juris- 
diction that is possessed by said courts in other counties 
of this state. 

SECTION 1 1 . That the sheriffs of the counties of Henry, 
Carroll, Madison and Henderson shall each hold an election 
at the plaoe appointed for holding oourts in said counties 
on the first Friday and Saturday in March next, for the pur- 
pose of electing field officers of the militia for said 
counties, under the same rules, regulations and restrictions 
as are pointed out by law in similar cases; and the militia 

of the county of Henry shall compose the Regiment, 

and shall be attached to the Brigade; and the militia 

of the county of Carroll shall compose the Regiment, 

and be attached as aforesaid; and the militia of the county 

of Madison shall compose the Regiment, and be attaohed 

as aforesaid, and the militia of the county of Henderson 
shall compose the Regiment, and be attaohed as afore- 
said. 

SECTION 12. That it shall be duty of the commandants of 

said and Regiments, having first been 

commissioned and sworn according to law, to divide their 
regiments into such number of companies as they shall 
think best for the convenience of said oompanies, and it 
shall be the duty of each of said commandants to issue 
writs of election for company officers according to law. 

Passed: November 7, 1821 



BOUNDARIES 

In the past Private Acts were used to transfer Indivi- 
dual parcels of land situated on County lines from one 
county to the other for various reasons of the landowners. 
A list of those acts which affected Madison County follows: 

1. Private Acts of 1903, Chapter 183 changed the boundary 
line between Madison and Henderson Counties to include 
the farm of C. N. Matlock in Madison County. 

2. Private Acts of 1907, Chapter 570 changed the boundary 
lines between Madison and Hardeman Counties to Include 
the land of Robert B. Swint In Madison County. 

3. Private Acts of 1911, Chapter 97 changed the Madison 
County-Crockett County line to place the land owned 
by Robert B. G-rlggs In Crockett County. 

4. Private Acts of 1921, Chapter 796, placed land of R. H. 
Simpson in Madison County from Gibson County. (Re- 
pealed by Private Acts of 1937, Chapter 740 which 
changed the boundary line to return Simpson's land to 
Crockett County. ) 

5. Private Acts of 1921, Chapter 848, placed certain 
lands of R. T. Lewis in Gibson County, other lands of 
R. T. Lewis in Madison County, In an attempt to 
"straighten the line" between Madison and Gibson 
Counties. 

6. Private Acts of 1931, Chapter 726, changed boundary 
lines so as to remove certain property from Hardeman 
County into the First Civil District of Madison 
County. (Repealed by Private Acts of 1957, Chapter 
152.

If you have reason to believe your soldier had more 
than 10 pages especially if an officer, write across 
the top of the $*S.A. form, "send all military rec- 
ords".... a bill of #7 or $b at most. 

If you think he was ever court martialed, write across 
the top of another G-.S.A. 6751, "Please send all 
oourt-martial records." 

If you think, or pension or military records show, 
your soldier was sick, disabled, or wounded, reach 
for another G.S.A. 6751 and write across the top, 
"Please send complete Medical Records." 

Using the G.S.A. 6751 for a Union Soldier, you may 
expect pension, military, medical and court martial 
records. 

For the Confederate Soldier, as a general rule, 
military records only. These may Include muster 
rolls, leaves, prisoner of war records, and a few 
miscellaneous records. You will have to turn to 
Individual state arohives for more Information. 

If tracing earlier soldiers who were In militia 
units of the War of 1812 and during the Indian Wars 
(if their units were not officially taken into the 
Army), their records will be found in state files 
only. Revolutionary War soldiers are the exception. 
All available records of soldiers, sailors, and mar- 
ines of Washington's troops and ships can be found 
In the National Archives.
